Report to Shareholders 


Operations 


During 1973 Monenco enjoyed the best year in its history. 
Revenue from operations increased from $20,786,000 in 
1972 to $33,537,000, an increase of 61%, and earnings per 
common share increased from 90 cents per share to $1.31 
per share, up 46%. However, to ensure sufficient work- 
ing capital to sustain continued growth the regular 
dividend was not increased during the year, and the rate 
of 40 cents per share was retained. Consideration of pay- 
ment of an extra dividend was deferred until February 
1974 when 5 cents per share was declared together with 
the regular dividend of 10 cents per share payable March 
1, 1974. 


In general, Monenco subsidiaries and associates enjoyed a 
most satisfactory year, and entered 1974 with a good back- 
log and with strong prospects for continued growth during 
the year. Its major subsidiary, Montreal Engineering Com- 
pany, Limited, undertook several major thermal projects 
and participated in both major gas line study projects to 
transport gas from the Canadian Arctic. 


Canada’s nuclear power concept gained worldwide accept- 
ance during 1973 as a reliable and economic generating 
source, resulting in accelerated activity in the industry. 
Monenco’s associate, Canatom Ltd., is participating in 
Quebec Hydro’s nuclear plant extension, and Atomic 
Energy of Canada’s heavy water projects in Canada and 
nuclear projects in Argentina and Korea. 


La Société d’Ingénierie Cartier Limitée, your Québec 
associate, recently acquired a construction management 
contract for a new pulp and paper mill for the Three 
Rivers Pulp & Paper Company Ltd., a project for which 
E. & B. Cowan Ltd., another associate, is providing en- 
gineering services. Hatch Associates Ltd. secured a 
contract for engineering and project management of asteel 
melt shop in Canada, and detailed engineering for a 
ferro-silicon furnace installation, and a zinc pre-leach 
facility in the U.S.; Hallmark Engineering Limited under- 
took the engineering and project management of an inte- 
grated wood products complex in Alabama. 


Teshmont Consultants Ltd. will provide engineering ser- 
vices for the extension of extra high voltage DC trans- 
mission facilities conducting power from the Nelson River 
Hydro Development, and Saskmont Engineering will pro- 
vide engineering services for an additional thermal unit 
at Boundary Dam in Saskatchewan. Sheppard T. Powell 
Consultants Limited, water and waste treatment and 
environmental specialists, established a branch office and 
laboratory in Calgary, and enjoyed a successful year. 


Offshore, new studies and projects were undertaken in 
Iran, Singapore, Guatemala, Indonesia, Nigeria, Niger, the 
Philippines, Brazil, Zaire, and Pakistan. 


Development 


During the year Monmax - H & G Services Ltd. was formed 
by the merger of Mon-Max Services Ltd. with Humphreys 
& Glasgow (Canada) Limited (the Canadian subsidiary of 


Humphreys & Glasgow of the U.K.), who hold a 45% 
interest in the new company. Monmax’s capabilities in the 
petrochemical industry are greatly enhanced by the addi- 
tion of the reputation and know-how of this interna- 
tionally-known organization. 


The new company is participating with Montreal Engineer- 
ing Company, Limited in Du Pont of Canada’s multi-million 
dollar polyester and nylon staple facility at Coteau du Lac, 
Quebec, and through a joint venture agreement with Cana- 
tom Ltd., is engaged in engineer-construction of heavy 
water production plants. 


In 1973, a new company, Monenco Iran, was incorporated 
in association with substantial Iranian partners to exploit 
the market for services in the energy field. This new com- 
pany has already been awarded two major contracts, and 
prospects are attractive. 


Monenco Overseas Limited, was established in the United 
Kingdom. This company, together with ShawMont Ltd., 
is now engaged in a major thermal project in Nigeria. 


Tax Regulations 


The Canadian Department of National Revenue has asses- 
sed the income of Montreal Engineering (Overseas) 
Limited as if that company had been conducting business 
in Canada, despite the fact that this overseas-based com- 
pany’s revenues all arose from services rendered outside 
Canada. 


In view of the Canadian Government’s policy of assisting 
Canadian consulting firms to sell abroad, it appears in- 
consistent that the Department of National Revenue 
should at the same time stiffen its interpretation of the 
tax legislation for these same companies. The market for 
consulting firms abroad is a highly competitive one, and 
most countries provide tax incentives to assist their 
nationals, since it has long been recognized that such 
firms are the forerunners of expanded trade for manu- 
facturers. The extension of Canadian tax legislation to 
offshore operations owned by Canadians tends to make 
Canadian firms less competitive. 


Your Company is contesting this assessment and has made 
representations to both the Federal Department of Indust- 
ry, Trade and Commerce and the Department of National 
Revenue to have this policy changed. However, in the 
event of this appeal being unsuccessful, adequate provi- 
sion has been made in the accounts for the cost of this 
assessment. 


The Future 


Undoubtedly the most important matter occupying the 
attention of the world today, next to avoiding world 
conflict, is the energy crisis. Not that this emergency is 
likely to be of unduly long duration, but a series of 
unpredictable events has upset the short term planning 
of most nations, resulting in a shortage of low cost 
energy. Adding to these difficulties, ecological concerns 
with their resulting restrictions have further delayed 
energy projects, and present developments fail to meet 
normal energy demands. In addition, a shortage of basic 
materials, world-wide inflationary trends and monetary - 


problems have compounded difficulties to a point where 
the possibility of an economic recession cannot be dis- 
counted. In the face of these major uncertainties, predic- 
tions are dangerous, but your Company occupies a unique 
position since it has always been in the forefront of 
firms specializing in studies and planning for the develop- 
ment of sources of energy on a national and international 
basis, and the demand for its services at this time is very 
satisfactory. Despite the possibility of economic disrup- 
tion, studies and projects to overcome the basic energy 
problem must have priority, so the demand for your 
Company’s Services will continue to grow and, subject 
to the availability of adequate competent technical per- 
sonnel, its performance should continue to improve. 


Awards 


For the fifth consecutive year, Montreal Engineering 
Company, Limited has been recognized for outstanding 
achievement, by the Association of Consulting Engineers 
of Canada and the Canadian Consulting Engineer, with an 
Engineering Award. This consistent standard of excellence 
is a tribute to the dedication and efforts of the Company’s 
professionals and staff, and the Company’s management 
wishes to extend sincere congratulations and appreciation 
for their efforts.

With the increasing cost and scarcity of fossil fuels, 
the world is turning more and more to nuclear power 
to solve its future energy needs. Canatom Ltd. is a 
leading consultant in this highly specialized field, work- 
ing in both Canada and abroad.

Explanatory Notes to the Consolidated Financial Statements 


1. Accounting Policy 


Monenco carries on its consulting practice through 
subsidiary and associated companies. The associated 
companies include engineering companies in which 
Monenco has purchased substantial interests, and 
joint venture companies established to carry out a 
specific project or provide a specialized service. 


The accounts of the subsidiary companies are fully 
consolidated with those of Monenco except for those 
of Edmunde Newhall Associated Ltd. as the Company 
has undertaken to relinquish control of this sub- 
sidiary. 


Monenco’s share of the revenue, operating expenses 
and income taxes of the associated companies, in- 
cluding Edmunde Newhall Associates Ltd. has, after 
the elimination of intercompany charges, been in- 
cluded as such in the consolidated statement of 
income. This has been done to present fairly the 
extent of Monenco’s activities. 


The investment in the associated companies is 
carried in the consolidated balance sheet at cost 
plus Monenco’s share of undistributed earnings since 
acquisition which exceeds the underlying book value 
by $1,363,000 ($1,518,000 in 1972). 


2. Income Taxes 


Income taxes deferred under the previous federal 
income tax act will, under the current act, become 
payable by 1981. The amount of $96,000 estimated 
to be payable in 1974 is included in current taxes 
payable in the balance sheet. As the deferral arises 
from the tax treatment of current assets, the liability 
is grouped with current liabilities on the balance 
sheet. 


Montreal Engineering Company, Limited has re- 
ceived tax assessments from Canadian income tax 
authorities on the income of a foreign subsidiary. 
These assessments are being contested, however 
adequate provision has been made in the accounts 
for such taxes in the event that the appeal is 
unsuccessful. 


3. Remuneration of Directors and Officers 


Direct remuneration paid by the Company and its 
subsidiaries to senior officers aggregated $351,000 
in 1973 ($344,000 in 1972). No fees were paid to 
the Directors of the Company. 


4. Pension Plan 


Most of the companies in the group have pension 
plans for their employees. All such plans are fully 
funded and are so maintained on a current basis. 


Auditors’ Report 
To the Shareholders of Monenco Limited: 


We have examined the consolidated balance sheet of 
Monenco Limited as at December 31, 1973 and the 
consolidated statements of income, earnings re- 
tained in the business and source and application of 
working capital for the year then ended. Our exa- 
mination of the financial statements of Monenco 
Limited and those subsidiaries and associated com- 
panies of which we are the auditors included a 
general review of the accounting procedures and 
such tests of accounting records and other support- 
ing evidence as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. We have relied on the reports of the 
auditors who have examined the financial state- 
ments of the other companies. 


In our opinion these consolidated financial state- 
ments present fairly the financial position of the 
companies as at December 31, 1973 and the results 
of their operations and, the source and application 
of their working capital for the year then ended, in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples applied ona basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year.
